The  first  time  I heard  about  Sister  Monica  Gorman  was  from  a former  colleague.  Sister  Kathy 
Flemming,  who,  during  a discussion  about  poetry,  identified  Monica  as  absolutely  the  best  eng- 
lish  teacher  that  she  ever  had.  I filed  that  information  away  in  my  mind  with  a million  other  bits  of 
trivia  until  one  day,  a little  over  ten  years  ago  when  I first  met  this  legend.  Hmmm!  She  didn't  look 

anything  like  Marie  Wall. 

After  I was  introduced  to  Monica,  as  the  director  of  the  drama  club,  she  proceeded  to  lecture  me 
about  all  of  her  favorite  shows,  and  she  immediately  volunteered  to  assist  the  drama  club  with  its 
productions  in  any  way  she  could.  My  acceptance  of  that  offer  was  the  beginning  of  a wonderful 
relationship  between  our  drama  kids  and  Sr.  Monica  which  ended  when  we  dedicated  our  per- 
formance of  Me  and  My  Girl  to  her  for  her  unique  contributions  to  our  club. 

I suppose  just  about  every  other  moderator,  department  head,  coach,  teacher,  administrator, 
cook,  clerical  worker  or  maintenance  person  at  Bishop  Fenwick  has  a similar  tale  to  tell  about 
Monica  because  she  was  just  that  involved  in  the  life  of  the  school,  and  her  passing  leaves  a terrible 
void  in  all  of  our  lives.  How  do  you  say  good  bye  to  a friend? 

Last  year,  as  many  of  us  began  to  notice  signs  that  Monica  might  be  slowing  down  a step,  people 
began  to  speculate  about  her  health,  but  you  would  never  hear  anything  about  her  pain  from 
Monica.  She  attempted  to  maintain  her  daily  schedule  until  her  illness  would  not  allow  her  to  any 
longer.  The  Thursday  morning  children's  show  of  the  spring  musical,  was  the  first  time  in  ten 
years  Monica  was  not  present  to  gather  us  and  lead  us  in  prayer,  so  we  prayed  for  her  and  that  our 
dedicated  performance  would  be  worthy  of  her  high  standards. 

In  the  late  spring  of  1996  the  development  office  announced  that  it  would  dedicate  a ticket  booth 
in  Monica's  name  for  all  her  contributions  to  her  school. 

A ticket  booth?  My  immediate  impression  of  their  idea,  I must  confess,  was  a little  less  than 
enthusiastic,  but  after  I pondered  the  idea  for  a while,  things  became  clearer;  it  was  perfect!  After  a 
long  and  distinguished  career  as  an  educator,  Monica  served  our  community  in  any  way  that  she 
could:  selling  tickets  — offering  advice,  getting  stamps  — giving  encouragement,  ringing  cow 
bells  — hugging  people,  filling  coke  machines  — serving  us,  doing  anything  and  everything  — 
loving  us.  How  do  you  say  good  bye  to  a saint? 

Monica  passed  away  in  the  summer  of  1996,  and  this  year  I miss  her  physical  presence,  her 
stability,  her  faithfulness.  Writing  this  dedication  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  things  I have  ever  had 
to  do  because  it  forces  me  to  think  about  this  tremendous  loss.  But  it  also  makes  me  realize  that  we 
don't  have  to  say  good  bye  to  Monica  as  long  as  we  keep  her  spirit  within  our  hearts  and  proclaim 
her  message  of  service.  This  year  cheering  at  our  athletic  events  may  not  be  as  raucous,  the  ap- 
plaud for  our  musicals  may  be  a little  lighter  with  an  empty  auditorium  seat,  and  the  coke  ma- 
chines may  run  out  of  change,  but  we  are  all  indefinitely  better  people  for  having  known  Sister 
Monica  Gorman  SND.  To  you  Sister  Monica  we  dedicate  this  yearbook.
